ceſterſhire, vol. I. p. 223, from a manuſcript belonging to this great Earl, which 
Mr. Strype calls“ Ihe Kecord of Pontefract;“ a copy of which was in the hands of 
the late John-Watſon Reed, eſq. F. S. A. who had intended to publiſh it, and bad ac- 
tually printed off ſixteen pages in quarto (a copy of which is now before us), the 


completion of which was prevented by his death, Jan. 30, 1790. The accompts. 5 


of one week ſhall be given at the end of this Preface as a ſpecimen. 


Twenty years before this (in 1770) a complete Houſehold Book, that of Henry | 


| Algernon, fifth Earl of Northumberland of the noble family of Percy, from about 
1497 to 1527, in which year he died, was MMnted at their expence, for private 


uſe, 1770, and illuſtrated with a commentary by the preſent Bithop of Dromore, 


who obſerves of it, that “it contains a complete fyſtem af antient economies 3.” 


Several ſuch accompts of the Norfolk family were in the hands of the late Sir 
John Fenn, kt.

Then they have 
a table ſett in the chancell, at which the doctor or miniſter of the pariſh, and the 
reſt of the veſtry-men do fit, and thither the. churchwardens. in being bring their 
accompts fairly engrofſed, and bound up in vellam, together with the ballance 


moneys; the antient veſtry-menn at the upper end of the table receiving the ſame, 
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and inſpecting at leaſt the totall ſummes of what hath been received, what paid, 
and what remains to. adjuſt the ſayd churchwardens accoumpts. Then they order 
and appoint ſome that have already executed the ſame office of churchwardens to 
audit the ſayd accoumpt, and within one moneth to make report thereof unto them. 
This being done, the veſtrey men adjourne from thence into the veſtrey roome, 
and there rake out of the records of the names of former overſeeres of the poore, 
the names of eight or tenne perſons, and ſett them downe after this manner:

regularities, when we reflect on the ſtate of literature three centuries ago, in ſo ſmall a pariſh as 
Wigtoft, when the number muſt be very few who were capable of writing at all, and might be 


nearly confined to the prieſts, Notwithſtanding this, we meet with articles in this Account that 
are curious and worthy preſervation.

THESE Accompts are written in two large folio paper books, containing the 
Churchwardens' accompts, extracts from the wills of benefactors, and ſeveral 
other matters relating to the pariſh. 


One of theſe books is of a ſmaller ſized paper, but vaſtly thicker than the other, 


and made up of many little parcels, which, being on paper of unequal fizes, and 


written in different hands, were doubtleſs once ſeparate, and afterwards bound up 
in a rude manner with a thick parchment cover, lapping over like a pocket-book 
after the manner of our antient regiſter-books. This confiſts wholly of Church- 
wardens? accompts, the firſt of which has the following title:

The churchwardens return of veſtments, linen, and plate: among the former

eight childrens' copes; three croſſe clothes; a camiſe cloth of red bodkyn with 
eight ſtremers; a ſtayned cloth which went about the ſepulcre; 15 banner cloths ; 
an ould veſtment of ſattyn and brydgis; a veſtment of whitbuſtyne with a red 
croſs; another of whit buſime for the high aulter whole harnys | hangings] of clothe 
of goulde, courtins of red and white farſnet; another of ruſſet clothe of golde 
with courtins of ruſſet fylke; two others of white ſylke and grene bodkin; an- 
other of grene bodkyn for St. Chriſtopher's altar; one of white for St. Catharine's;

The parſelles of ornaments lately appertaying to this church are now reſtorede

copes of ed clothe of gold, for the prieſt, deacon, and ſubdeacon ; three ditto 
of white ditto for ditto; three ditto of blue ditto; one whole hangens of cloth of 
gold riſed with ruſſet velvet for the high altar ; and one of ditto with white and 
grene velvet for St. Chriſtopher's. A liſt of the church-plate, &c. 1553, 1 Mary, 
precedes this.

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The money given the players, I gueſs, was paid the wardens of the crafts or and 

who, every year, ated the play of Corpus Chriſti * upon Corpus Chriſti day, in 
the norch-chancel of this church, called Corpus Chiifti chapel; or elſewhere 1 in. 
the town. - 
The canopy mentioned in the above account was a common date, ſet up, in. 
theſe times, in all churches over the high altar; under which in a pix , or little 
box of gold, en ivory, or chryſtal, hung the conſecrated hoſt, referved there to 
be carried to the ſick upon any emergency; when it was taken down, and with 
the canopy over it, born by the clergy in proceſſion to the. houſes of ſuch inha- 
bitants as were dying, as they thought, and. called for that ſacred viaticum. By the 
above account it ſhould ſeem that many of the common fort of people had, as yet, 
no ſurnames, but were rather known by the names of their ſeveral trades, as 
Richard the Carver, Thomas the Glaſier, John the Roper, &c. 

Brother Rowſby abovementioned was not a frier, but a ſecular prieſt. He at- 
tended the carver, as it ſhould ſeem, to overſee and direct him whil{t he was de- 
ſigning ſome new image or piece of ſculpture for the farther ,ornament of the 
church; and therefore the churchwarden ſpent 54. upon them; money enough, 
in theſe days, to entertain any two men either at dinner or ſupper. This Willam 
Rowceby made a ſtrange will, and died 5 Edward VI. being then parſon of St. 
Clement's 1. ) 

The rood-loft, inſpe&ed, as above, by the carver, was a gallery, 1 in popiſh times, 
ſituate in every church between the nave and chancel. It was called the rood-loft, 
from a great rood, or image of the crucifixion ſet up in the midſt of it; beſides 
which, there were two other images, a Mary and a john (as the common people 
then called them) ſtanding by it, that of the bleſſed Virgin on the right, that of 
the beloved diſciple on the left, hand ſide of the rood. In the fame place was 
likewiſe a figure of the particular ſaint to whom the. church was dedicated. All 
theſe had generally a veil, or curtain, let down before them when ſervice was done; 
but in ſervice-time were lighted up with lamps and wax tapers. 

In thoſe days men were fond of ſuch pageantries ; but I now mention them, 
that my readers may bettex underſtand what | treat of Jy

The churchwardens accompts of a particular pariſh may in themſelves be juſtly 
thought a matter of no great conſequence, and not worthy of much regard. But 
theſe ſeem to deſerve ſome conſideration, as they relate to a very remarkable period 
in our hiſtory, and prove, by facts, the great alterations that were made in reli- 
gious affairs under the ſucceſſive reigns of Queene Ma:y and Queen Elizabeth, 
together with the time and manner of putting them in execution; and may there- 
_ ſerve both to confirm and illuſtrate ſeveral things related by our eccleſiaſtical 

iſtorians. | 

1. We find mention made, in the extracts, of the roode and rood-loft. By the 
former of which was meant either a crucifix, or the image of ſome ſaint, erected in

g. It has been cuſtomary in popiſh countries, upon Good Friday, to erect a ſmall 
building, to repreſent the ſepulchre of our Saviour. In this they put the hoſt, and 
ſet a perſon to watch it, both that night and the next. And the morning fol- 
lowing, very early, the hoſt being taken out, Chriſt is ſaid to be riſen [e]. This 
we find was done here in 1557, and the two following years, the laſt of which was 
in the reign of Queen Elizabeth. Du Freſne has given us a particular account of 
this ceremony, as performed at Ronen in France, where three perſons, in female 
habits, uſed to go to the ſepulchre, where two others were placed repreſenting 
angels, who told them Chriſt was riſen.

Parker's Bible, printed at London 1568, by Richard Jugge the Queen's printer. 
They had prayer-books, pſalters, and ſong-books, for the churches at the begin- 
ning of this reign, but the whole Bible was not then eaſily procured. 

12. In 1565, there is a charge of ſix-pence for two common-prayer books 
* againſt invading of the Turke.” It was thought the common cauſe” of the 
Chriſtian ſtate in Europe to oppoſe the progreſs of the Turkiſh arms by all me- 
thods, both civil and religious. And this year the Turks had made a deſcent upon 
the iſle of Malta, where they beſieged the town and caſtle of St. Michael; when, 
the approach of the Chriſtian fleet, they broke up the ſiege, aud ſuffered a conſider- 
able loſs in the flight, as may be ſeen in Thuanus, lib. xxxviii. And as the war 
was carried on between them and the Emperor Maximilian in Hungary, the like 
prayer books were annually purchaſed for the pariſh, till the year 1565 incluſive.

It is not to be thought that the like regulations were all made within the ſame 
time in all other places. That depended in a good meaſure upon the care and 
vigilance of the biſhops in their ſeveral dioceſes. And according to their affection 
and zeal for the Reformation, theſe things were managed. with greater or leſs ex- 
pedition. Abington lies in the dioceſe of Saliſbury z and as biſhop Jewel, who 
was firſt nominated to that ſee by Queen Elizabeth, continued in it till the year 
1571, it is not to be doubted but every thing was there carried on with as much 
expedition as was judged conſiſtent with prudence [i]. 

Some further remarks might be made upon theſe accompts ; but they ſeem ſo 


obvious, as to render it unneceſſary; and I fear, leſt thole already offered ſhould 
be thought too tedious [ 4].

[Theſe different lights were lighted on certain 
feſtivals, The Romiſh church dealt much in waxen tapers, and it ſeems they took much ſup- 
porting. The names of theſe different lights are obſcure.—“ The ſeveral altars in churches had 
lights burning before them, which, with other expgnces attending, were provided for by the 
legacies of 4d. or 8d. in general by each pariſhicner to each light in their pariſh church, and by 
bequeſts of land to them. Thus to St. Margaret's light at Boughton under Blean was given one 
or two acres of land, called St. Margaret gafel, and to this day the Margaret acre. For the 
lights of the other altars was given a ſtock of cows and ewes bought with the above legacies of 
money. Theſe cows and ewes were let out by the churchwardens, who were truſtees of them 
for the pariſhioners, at 18, and 18. 8d. year each cow, whoſe value was computed at 10s. and 
every perſon who had one was obliged to find ſureties for the forth coming of it. The yearly 
Tent of an ewe was 3d, and its whole value 2s, The rent of theſe cows and ewes is ſtyled in the 
churchwardens? accounts the mole or moll of the kyne or ewes. It appears by the churchwardens” 
accounts, who were then four in number, there were no fewer than 20 cows and 120 ewes, pro- 
ducing a yearly rent of zl. 10s, which would purchaſe at leaſt as much as 2ol. would now. Be- 
ſides the lights before the altar of particular ſaints, there was in every church a rood light, or 
that which was burnt before the crucifix in the rood loft; and the hear/e light, which burnt before 
the bier or hearſe of thoſe which were carried to be buried. For the finding of theſe lights here 
there was the intereſt of a ſtock of 51. in money, which was then at leaſt 1os. By the injunctions 
of Edward VI. 1547, it was ordered that the profit of cattle or money given to the finding of 
lights, lamps, &c. ſhould be put into the poor cheſt, and diſtributed to the poor and needy of the 
pariſh,” Lewis's Hiſt, of Faverſham, p. 86; Haſted*s Kent, III.

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EXPENCES of the BARRIERS in WEST-SMITHFIELD, 1824. 


THE following record in the Rüben aſcertains the curious combat alluded 
to by Shakeſpear, and mentioned by our Chroniclers, between an armourer and his 
ſervant, 25 Henry VI. in which the armourer was overcome and killed, as related 
by ſeveral of our Chroniclers. 

Fabian does not mention it under this year, though he gives the ſame theri as 
in the record; nor is it in Hall: but Grafton ſays, * This yere an.armourer's ſer- 

vaunte of London appeled his maſter of treaſon, which offered to be tried by bar- 
taile. At the day aſſigned the friends of the maſter brought him malmeſye and 
aquavite to comfort him withall, but it was the cauſe of his and their diſcomfort: 
for he poured in ſo much, that when he came into the place in Smithfelde where 
he ſhould fight, both his witte and ſtrength fayled him; and ſo he being a tall and 
hardie perſonage, overladed with hotte drinkes, was vanquiſhed of his ſervaunr, 
being bur a cowarde and wretch, whoſe ny was drawen ro Tyborne, and there 
hanged and behedded.”

„John David appeached his maſter, William Catur, an armourer, dwelling in 
St. Dunſton's pariſh, in Fleteſtrete, of treaſon; and a day being aſſigned them to 
fight in Smitheld, rhe maſter being well beloved, was fo cheriſhed by his friends, 
and plied ſo in wine, that, being therewith overcome, was alſo unluckily flaine by 

his ſervant z but that falſe ſervant (for he falſely accuſed his maſter) lived not long 
unpuniſhed ; for he was after hanged at Tyborne for felony. Let ſuch falſe ac- 
cuſers note this example, and looke for no better end, without ſpeedie repentance. 
Myſelfe have had the like ſervant, that likewiſe accuſed me of many articles ; he 


liveth yet; but hath hardly eſcaped 8 ſince. God make him penitent.

EUSTACE DE LOVETOT, hows the year 1140, as in Tanner's Notitia 
Monaſtica, built here a priory of Black Canons, to the honour of St. Mary; it was 
endowed at the Suppreſſion with revenues of 1871. 13s. 8d. as in Dugdale; 
and 232. 75. as in Speed; though in another valuation, according to Dugdale, 
with 24110, 118. 4d.; and, according to Speed, with 261. 15. 3d. It conſiſted of! a 
prior, eleven canons, and thirty- four ſervants. Henry VIH. in 1592, granted the 
ſite to Sir Richard Cromwell, alias Williams, as he did alſo the ſmall convent of 
Hinchingbrook, which Sir Richard converted into a ſeat for his family, Who dwelt 
there till they ſold Hinchingbrook to Montague, the firſt Earl of Sandwich, in the 
reign of Charles II. I ſuppoſe before 1660. 


Thomas Forte, Biſhop of St. Chad in Hreland, held this priorſhip in combendexs: 

with his biſhoprick, 1492; and voided it by death, 1503, when 
Gregory Norwich, prior of Riſhemead, or Ruſshmede, co. Bedford, was choſen 

prior 1503: His ſucceſſor, about the year 1528, was 
William Gidding, on whoſe reſignation, on April 13, 1532, 
Hugh Whitwick, the laſt Prior, was admitted. 


In a manuſcript i in the Cotton Library is the followitg account of the names of 
the religious, and inventory of the goods of this convent: 


Hugh Whitwick, prior, to whom was allotted, on the . July 17, 1539, 
a penſion for life of 26. 16s. 4d. which he received anno 1553, being then living, 
and unprovided for. William Gidding, late prior, on his reſignation had an al- 
lowance of 61. 13s. 4d. per annum, and meat and drink, and fuel for his chamber. 
He was living at the ſurrender anno 1839, and aged 60. The other monks then 
were; Michael Broughton, aged 70; John Willingham, aged 59 ; Thomas South- 
owe, aged 54; Nicholas Allington, aged 43; Robert Huntingdon ; John Ruſh- 
ington; William Wardboys ; John Streetham, aged 33; James Huntingdon, aged 

29; William Ramſey, aged 30; who were returned to be all of them prieſts of 
good conſideration and report, deſirous to continue in their religion.

Under theſe, were four aſſiſtant chaplains, 
called altarif; and, among other lay ofhcers, an or/u/anus, or keeper of the garden, who was 
to be a ſingle man, of diſereet life, and at leaſt thirty years old.

*The revenues of this hoſpital were ſeized on by Edward VI. in 1547, as directed to ſuperſti- 
tious uſes; but it was founded anew in 1557 by Queen Mary, who inco: porated and endowed it ; 
all the court ladies and maids of honour, in imitation of the Queen's charity, contributing their 
parts and ſhares towards it, by ſending ſuſſiclent ſtores of beds and bedding, and other things ne- 
ceſſary, for furniture of the rooms where the poor were to be harboured. In Queen Elizabeth's 
time, a great many rogues and idle begga:s ſheltered themſelves here, upon pretence of being 


- needy, or lame, or ſick, and to want relief, accord ng to the order of the foundation; which was 


to receive Claudiraites, Afgrotantes, & Peregrinantes In the reign of King Charles II. it was made 
uſe of in geod part as a garriſon; and fold ers were here lodged; their beds being placed as 
they uſually are in hoſpitals.

The principal object is the . pulcure hoſe (which has been mentioned before i in various places in 
this Collection), and ſeems to have been intended as a repreſentation of the holy /epulchre at Jeruſa- 
lem. This pageant was an annual exhibition in the Romiſh churches between Good Friday and 
Eaſter· day; and ſeems, in this caſe, to have been a temporary frame of wood (covered moſt proba- 
bly with black), and furniſhed on the outſide with tapers, ſometimes called in theſe accompts 
fepulchral-lights, and at other times hear/e-lights. This /cpulchre was watched, in imitation of the 
ſoldiers, for two nights. See the Abingdon accompts, p. 141, and the note. "And? it appears from 
articte ($7), now before us, that there was the figure of an angel, which, we may preſume, was 
ſuppoſed to announce the reſurrection on Baſter-day xy. 

It is in the memory of many now living, that, after the death of perſons of high rank, a Bearꝶ, 
adorned with armorial enſigns, bannerols, penons, &c, was often placed over or neat the grave, 
for a certain feaſon. In the e article of the preſent volume the tymber hearſe for an 
Earle“ is delineated. 

That this bear was intended to repreſent the holy ſepulchre, we may refer toDugdale's Baronage, 
vol. II. p. 244, for a clauſe in the will of Thomas (Fienes) Lord Dacre, dated 1531. He directs 
that a tomb ſhould be erected in the pariſh church of Hurſt-Monceaux, on the North fide of

THE ROOD 1 | 
was an image of our Saviour crucified, carved in wood, and generally as big as life, 
fet up in churches over the ſereen which parted the nave, er middle aile, from the 
choir or chancel ;_ and, in many places, are yet to be ſeen the ſtairs which went up 
to the rood- loft, or gallery, over the ſaid ſcreen. In the ſaid gallery ſtood, alſo, 
two other images, as big as the life, the one repreſenting the Bleſſed Virgin Mary, 
the other the beloved diſciple St. John. Before all theſe, in ſervice-time, and in ſome 
places conſtantly night and day, were burned divers lamps; and, in many places, 
the images had divers ſuits of veſtments, which were put on them, and varied pro 
tempore, as the day was ferial, or a high day... On the 17th of Nov. 1547, was 
begun to be pulled down the roode in Paul's church, with Mary and Jobn; and the 
like was afterwards done in other churches *,” Theſe images at St. Paul's ftood 
in the old church, partly where the organ now ſtands in the new: for they were 
every where placed full over againft the weſt door, ſo as to be immediately ſeen 
as ſoon as you entered the church. When ſervice was done, there was generally a 
veil, or curtain, let down before them. Doctor Storie, and other, were ap- 
pointed by cardinal Pole, 2 Mary, to viſit every pariſh church in Middleſex, to 
fee their rood-lofts repaired, and the images of the crucifix, with Mary and John, 
thereon to be fixed +.” Images were firſt removed out of churches in 1338, by 
command of Henry VIII; and about 1559, queen Elizabeth took them away . 


| TEXTS OF SCRIPTURE ON-CHURCH-WALLS. 

Texts of Scripture were firſt written upon church-walls, in Engliſh, the ſame day 
that roods were taken down, Nov. 17, 1547; anul thoſe texts were at firſt chiefly 
fuch as condemned images. Nov. 17, was begun to be pulled down the rood, &c. 
and textes of Scriptures were written upon the walls of churches, againſt images .

"When ſtone altars and raiſed altar- pieces were taken down, veils were beſtowed 
on fome great churches.

The Proteſtant biſhops had their croſſes borne before them, and wore copes, till 


the 1ſt of Nov. 1552, 6 Edw. VI. Then came out the new ſervice-book, called the 


2d book of king Edward VI. whereby they were forbidden. They. were forbidden 
becauſe the hungry courtiers had an eye upon them. Nov. 1, the new ſervice- 
book beganne in Paule's, the biſhop of London, Ridley, executing the ſervice in 


the forenoon, in his rochet onely, [&] without coape or veſtment, preached in the 


quire. At afternoone he preached at Paul's-Croſſe, to the ſetting forth the ſaid 
late-made booke. By this booke, all coapes and veſtments were forbidden through 
England, and [the] prebends of Paul's left off their hoods, the biſhappes left their 
crolles, &c. as by act of parliament more at large is-ſet out +.

PALM-SUNDAY 


is ſo called, from the people's antient cuſtom in bearing palms (which they received 
of the prieſt, after he had firſt bleſſed the ſame), and walking in proceſſion with 
them in their hands, in imitation of the Jews, who ſtrewed them in the way when 
our Bleſſed Lord made his public entrance into Jeruſalem. Paſfion-Sunday, or the 
Sunday next before Eaſter, is the true Palm- Sunday; though ſome, by reaſon of the 
Goſpel, and the picture of our Saviour's riding into Jeruſalem there placed over 
againſt it, in their Common-prayer books, are apt to miſtake the Firſt Sunday in 
Advent for it. Anno 1547-8, the ceremonie of bearing of palmes on Palme-

„ Many hands were employed in this ceremony. Some, with inſtruments pur- 
poſely made, began with emptying the body of every thing which was ſuſceptible 
of corruption, the brain, the entrails, and che inteſtines. As this evacuation (ne- 
ceſſarily attended with ſome diſſections) ſeemed to have ſomething in it inhuman 
and cruel, the perſons employed fled as ſoon as the operation was over, and were 
purſued with ſtones by.the ſtanders-by. Thoſe who embalmed the body were ho- 
nourably treated. They filled it with myrrhe, cinnamon, and all forts of ſpices. After 
a certain time, the body was wrapped in folds of the fineſt linen, which they paſted 
on With the thineſt gum, and then chafed over with the molt exquiſite pertumes.

. It 1 is 2 condfqct to a dying man to leave 4 good name behind him; and this is 
the ſingle human bleſſing which death cannot raviſh from us. But it was by no 
means ſuffered by the Egyptians, that praiſe ſhould be beſtowed indifferently on ell 
the dead: this honor was to be had from the public voice. The aſſembly of the 
judges met on the other ſide of a lake, which they croſſed in a boat. He who fat 
at the helm was called Charon, in the Egyptian language ; and this gave the hint 
to Orpheus, who had been in Egypt, and through. him to the other Greeks, to 
invent their fable of Charon's boat. As ſoon as a man was dead, he was brought 
to his trial. The public accuſer was heard. If he proved, that the life of the 
deceaſed perſon had been ſcandalous, his memory was condemned, and he was 


deprived of ſepulture. Thus the people were ſtruck with laws which extended 


even beyond death; and every one, touched with the diſgrace inflicted on the dead 
perſon, was afraid to leave diſhonour on his memory and family. But, if the dead

IN a late accidental converſation concerning Pariſh Regiſters, you expreſſed your 
opinion, that it was a ſubje& very well worth the pains and enquiry of ſome mem- 
ber of our Society, and was pleaſed to recommend it particularly to my conſidera- 
tion. I could not be wanting in any thing which could ſpeak my regard to you or 
your opinion, and therefore with pleaſure ſet about the taſk ; preſuming to pro- 
miſe myſelf this ſatisfaction and advantage, that you would, with your uſual can- 
dour, excuſe, correct, and ſupply, whatever errors and deficiencies you ſhall meet 
with in this attempt. | | | 

The original of Pariſh Regiſters (as far as I can gather) is ſo very recent, that it 
naturally excited my reflections how the want of them was ſupplied in preceding 
ages, as ſomething ſimilar ſeems to have been always neceſſary; having never met wich 
any attempt (though ſuch there may be) to clear up this queſtion, nor any thing 

like a clue to lead one through the mazes of more remote time. | 


A conſideration of what utes are principally intended and ſerved by our preſent * 


Regiſters is moſt likely to lead us to a diſcovery by what methods the want of them 
was formerly ſupplied. The chief, if not only, uſes intended were, I ſhould appre- 
hend, the aſcertaining deſcents and kindreds, and theſe purely for the fake of 
property: titles to honours have indeed been concerned in them; but, as honours 
were always in ſome proportion to property, or, at leaſt, never ſo much ſevered from 
it as to ſubſiſt alone, the proof of a title to property always aſcertained the ſame of 
its appendages. Few men need be told that times have been when property in ge- 
neral was very ſmall, and that too very unequally divided. In the time of our an- 
ceſtors the Saxons, the number of thanes in each ſhire was but ſmall, and theſe. 
alone ſeem to have had any independent property or conſiderable poſſeſſions. In the 
laws of King Athelſtan, no other titles or diſtinction of honour are enumerated 
than Earl, Earldoram, Heregeraſſa, and Thane. None of theſe were hereditary, or - 
ſucceſſively appendant to any quantity of poſſeſſion, but the laſt ; all the reſt being 
offices and appointments merely perſonal. As to land, indeed, the poſſeſſion of it 
was almoſt all ſtrictly hereditary,. and not deviſable to any one elſe than. the next 
heir in blood, as is enacted by the 37th law of Alfred, and by ſome more antient 
law likewiſe, as is plain from his own will or teſtament; and as no alienation could 
be made even of what was allowed to be aliened, nor poſſeſſion upon a deviſe by 
will taken, but at a county court, there was little poſſibility of a right of inheri- 
tance being defeated. In the times when commerce was lutle. or none, and eve 
man lived, as we may ſay, within his own hedge, when no man could 1 385

lordſhip he belonged to without leave of his lord [Lex X Edi ſen'], nor out of 
his ſhire without leave of the exlderman of it by 33 Alfredi], and by the 2d 
of Athelſtan every man was to belong to ſome lord, on penalty of being conſi- 
dered as a fugitive, or thief; under theſe circumſtances every man's birth and 


| lineage muſt be known. The arts of fraud, in theſe ages of poverty and ſimpli- 
city, were hardly known; and, if we farther conſider how frequent and public their 


courts of juſtice were, it was next to impoſſible that any man's deſeent and claim 
could be forgotten, or admit of much diſpute. Theſe methods rendered Regiſters 
almoſt needleſs: accordingly we do not find any remains of ſuch among the Saxons, 


They were needleſs in reſpect of the common people, who were nailed, as it were, 


by the foot to one place, whoſe families were infignificant, and whoſe ſmall de- 
pendent properties were protected by their lords; and the inheritors of the thanes 
were regiltered, and tranſmitted in the memories of the whole ſhire, ſo often meet- 


ing in the county courts; and, when any diſpute happened, and was determined 
there, to give it a more laſting remembrance and ſecurity it was entered in a con- 


ciſe manner in ſome ſacred books of an adjacent monaſtery, of which ſort of entries 
are divers inſtances in Dr. Hickes's Diſſertatio Epiſtolaris. Belides, as very few among 
the Saxons had any more than one name (or, if they had, it was no more than barely 
a patrony mic, as Putting for Puttoc ſuna or Puttoc filius), no nomina gentilitia, or 
family name from thence ; it was impoſſible to form a regiſter to ſerve ſuch pur- 
Poſes as our preſent ones do, i. e. to tranſmit and aſcertain a lineage and kindred. 

I muſt beg leave here to obſerve, though I may ſeem to wander from my main 
point, that Sir Henry Spelman, as quoted by Dr. Hickes, p. 28, in his letters to 
Ptoloemon Roſcantz, ſays, ** Nullus quod ſciam occurrit Saxo vel Danus gentili 
* fretus cognomine, nec <juſmodi quempiam repperi inter Gallos veteres apud Gre- 


* gorium Turonenſem, nec ſub mediis ſeculis apud Aimonum, nec inter Longobar- 


«* dos apud Paulum Warnefridum ſeu Diaconum.” This will not hold true of all 
the Northern nations of Gothic originals; for, in Caſſiodorus, is mention of Stirps 
Amalorum, of which family were Amal Afrida, Thedoricus Germana, and Amala- 
ſuintha, and Amala Freda, his two daughters; and I well remember, though I can- 
not at preſent find it, mention in Ammianus Marcellinus of a Goth, with two names, 


one of them a omen Gentile. 


Upon the whole, I apprehend, the Saxons had nothing like our preſent Regiſters ; 
and, what little ſcraps of pedigrees of any particular great men among them have 
come down to us, they were preſerved in the annals of ſome neighbouring monaſtery, 
to which they had in ſome manner been protectors or benefactors. 


Servius Tullius, to aſcertain the number of births and burials, ordered, when a 
child was born, that its kindred ſhould bring a piece of money into the Ararium 
of Juno Lucina ; and when any died, into that of Venus Libitina. | | 

This cuſtom being afterwards aboliſhed, was revived by Auguſtus Cæſar at the 
birth of children. See Lipſius in Tacitum. | 

In the Code Louis, publiſhed at Paris 1667, are ordinances for the regiſtering 
of chriſtenings, b and burials, in each pariſh, See title XX. art. 8, 9, 
10, 11, 12, 13, 14, from p. 107 t0 112. N

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Though there are ſome few Parochial Regiſters as old as the firſt original of 
them, by injunction from Lord T. Cromwell“, in Sept. 1538, 30 H. VIII. (renewed 
and inferred by the Injunctions of Edward VI. in 1547); likewiſe by Cardinal Pole, 
by his articles of viſitation, dated Lambeth, 4 Feb. 1556; yet the regiſter of this 
pariſh [Codicote] going no farther back than the beginning of Queen Elizabeth's 
reign, muſt be ſuppoſed: to have been begun to be kept in obedience to the In- 
junctions relating thereto, in her firſt year. But, as in thoſe times they were uſually.

By this laſt particular is explained why the names of the ſame miniſter and 
churchwardens ſo generally occur at the bottom of the page, from the beginning. 
to the year 1598; viz. as witneſſes only of the faithful copying of the regiſter till 
that time; the ſame reaſon is to be given for their being generally written in one: 
and the ſame hand to the ſame year. 


* « This moſt wiſe and beneficial regulation is ſaid to have been firſt introduced in the year 1638, 
by the direction of Cromwell, then vicar-general ; before which time, probably, the parochial. 
clergy were not often ſufficient penmen to keep ſuch regiſters, nor were there at this period exciſe- 
officers who could be employed as amanuen/es, The great convenience ariſing from this-ordinance of 
Cromwell's, occafioned its being enjoined during the reigns-of Edward VI. Queen Elizabeth, and 
James I, I take this from Biſhop Gibſon's Codex, though in Sparrow's Collection of Injunctions, 
printed in 1684, in 4to, I do not find any mention of this regulation during the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth.

Extract from King Edward's Injunctions 4. 

ALSO, chat the parſon, vicar, or curat, and pariſhioners of evry parriſhe tl 
this realm, ſhall, in their churches and chapels, kepe one booke or regeſter, 
wherein they ſhall write the daye and yere of everye wedding, chriitening, and bu- 
rial, made in their pariſhe for their tyme, and fo every man ſucceeding them like- 
wiſe. And alſo therein ſhall write every parſone's name that ſhall be ſo wedded, re- 
giſtered, or buried; and for the ſaufe keaping of the ſame booke, the parriſhe 


hall be bound to provide, of their common charges, one ſure coffer, with two locks 


and keyes, whereof thone to remain with the parſon, vicar, or curate, and thother 
with the wardeynes of every parriſhe churche or chapell- wherein the ſaide booke

the ſaid churche 3 8. 4 d. to be employed to the poore men's box of that parriſhe.

One of Mr. Urban's correſpondents (vol. LXIII. p. 703.) obſerves, © that this injunction 
has not been regularly complied with, as well becauſe churchwardens are not always willing to de- 
fray the charge of making the tranſcripts, as that they are to be received at the office without a 
fee. Such a reſtriction does not ſeem to have been calculated to induce regiſters and their depu- 
ties to preſs for a return of theſe certificates ; nor, conſidering the little chance there is of any 


emolument likely to accrue from the cuſtody of the papers, was it to be expected that they 
would be duly arranged, and carefully preſerved.”

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A Bill to autoriſe every Archbiſhop.and Biſhop to erect one office of regiſterſhip of 
all the church books, in due order, to be kept in every dioceſe, 15 Eliz, Written 
by Thomas Boweſey, and preſented to Archbiſhop Parker for his approbation +. 


"Whereas a laudable, good, and univerſal ordre was taken throughout this 
realme, in the 3oth yere ef the reign of the late K. of famous memory, Henry 
theight, that the parſons, vicars, curates, and chaplain, of every pariſh church and 
chappell, for the time being, ſhould keepe a booke of remembrance of the times 
of the birth, chriſtening, buriall, and marriage, of every perſon or perſons for- 
tuning to be born, chriftened, buried, or married, in the ſame town or pariſh, for 
that oftentimes there happened much controverſy, ſuit, and contention, as well 
upon the privitie of birthes, and in triall of the titles of ſome of the perſons ſo 
borne, divers times of the former marriage of any perſon happening to be twyes 
married, or happening to marry two wives both living at one time, otherwhiles 
upon the full age of any perſon or perſons meaning to avoid his or their owne 
_ deeds or bonds, being of full age, upon pretence of minoritie, or be to ſue 
their liverie, or to be out of ward, or having nede for any other cauſes to know 
his or their owne ages, as alſo upon an infinite nombre of other occaſions (ſithence 
partly well cut off and deciſed), by the more ſpedy, due, and true triall thereof, in 
ſome places where the ſame bookes be duely kept and mainteyned by force of 
the ſame good ordre, to the relief and redres of many injuries or oppreſſion that 
otherwiſe that would have been offered and done, if ſuch teſtimony had -not been 
apparent and verified by the ſame church book, and to the ſtaying of a great 
numbre-of contentions, ſuits, and ſtrifes, which otherwiſe would have unconcion- 
ably been ſtirred up and rayſed by the occaſions aforeſaid. Yet the ſame of 
late time hath been much and greatly abuſed in moſt places, partly by reaſon of-the 
multitude of. curates and miniſters that have of late been changed in divers of 
the ſaid churches, and thereby the more negligentiy kepe the ſame bookes, notes, 
and titles, and remembrance, and partly through the little regard taken to the 
ſame, for want of one overſeer, whereby the ſame once made be not only ſafe 
kept, but alſo omitted, and not entred at all into the faid booke, writinge, titel- 
ing, and remembrance ; and that, foraſmuch as no pain bath been appointed by 
the magiſtrate before time, for the not entring, or evilkeping, or entring of the 
ſame, but moſt chiefly, and the rather, inſomuch that it oftentimes fortinith, -that 
the ſame perſons, vicars, curates, miniſters, or other the kepers thereof been not 
able to anſwer the harmes of diſenheriſon, damages, and other troubles, that might 
chance, and dayly doo and may enſue, by the evil uſage and corrupt keping of the 
ſame booke, the lack whereof hath already not only been much felt and perceived 

in the ſame places of defect, to the great hindrance in trialls of verities, and to the

guy another article in the ſame volume it appears that in or about the year 1590 ſome one had 


endeavoured to obtain an office to appoint all Pariſh Clerks ;. the inconveniences of which are thus 


ſtated to the Lord Treaſurer by Archbiſhop Whitgift's ſecretary : “1. Law and cuſtom hath in 
all pariſhes eſtabliſhed the appointing of the pariſh-clerk. and ſexton, in the miniſter and pariſh- | 
ioners. 2. Their ſervice is to the miniſter in church matters, for the uſe of all the pariſhioners ; 
therefore fitteſt to be choſen by them; as it is obſerved every where. 3. They receive their fees 
and accuſtomed wages of the pariſhioners; therefore a ſtranger cannot be obtruded well upon them ; 
for, if any of another's appointment be their clerk, they will think it hard meaſure that they 
ſhould be forced to maintain him. 4. He that is no way beholden either to the miniſter or pa- 
Tiſhioners, nor in any awe of them for his office, will neither perform duty nor diligence. 5. If 
the grantee ſhall do the office in his own perſon, then can he have but the employment of one 
pariſh; for he muſt be attendant thereon upon all occaſions, early and late. If by a deputy, ſuch 
one will hardly leave his wages, when their common ſervant is appointed by another: beſides, -

That it ſhall tend to the great good 
of many which ſhall have occafion for certificates, either for lawful copplement in 
matrimony, or in caſe of baſtardy. 4. That it ſhall clearly avoid all coſinages 
made by thoſe under age, either in levying of fines, ſuffering recoveries, acknow- 
ledging ſtatutes or recognizances, or doing any, other matter of record. $5. That 
the entrance of the baptiſms, as it ſhall be provided fer, will be a clear decipher- 
ing of all half-bloods, or controverſies daily bappening under colour of half or. 
whole blood. 6. That it will be a curb for thole who pretend to be ſundry times 
married. 7. That it ſhall much tend to the deciding of many controverſies, which 
daily grow by reaſon of the life or death of perſons. 8. There ſhall be alfo yearly 
delivered unto your honour, and unto every Lord-Treafurer, from the time being, 

a ſummary of the whole. Whereby it ſhall appear unto you and them how many 
chriſtnings, weddings, and burials, be every year within England and Wales, and 
every county particularly by itſelf, and how many men, children, and women, 
children in either of them ſeverally ſet down by themſelves.” 

Mr. Barrington informs us *, that a canon of 160g directs regiſters to be made up 
from the law's firſt taking place, i. e. A. D 1538, and more particularly ſo from the 
firſt year of Queen Elizabeth + ; which laſt injuuCtion ſeems to ſhew that before that 
period they were either neglected, or ſlovenly kept. 

The Civil Wars during the next reign often prevented the pariſh miniſters from 
executing regularly this part of their duty, which ſeems alſo to have been greatly 
neglected during the Common-wealth z though in the year 1653 an ordinance 
paſſed, directing, that the pariſhioners, contributing to the relief of the poor, 
ſhould provide a book of vellum or parchment, which was to be kept by a perſon 
choſen by the ſaid pariſhioners Þ every three years, aud who was to make the proper 
entries of marriages, births, and burials.

Beſid-s, the laws and her Majeſty's injunctions lay thi- truſt 
upon the churchwafdens of .the pariſh, being of the ſubſtantialeſt men, whom the reſt think grod 
to truſt; and therefore do make choice of, to diſburſe their money in that behalf.“

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Upon the Reſtoration, regiſters ſeem to have been again attended to, and poſſi- 
bly by the injonctions of the biſhops at their viſitations. 
During the reign of King William, the firſt parliamentary notice is taken of 
them ; though the object of the legiſlature is not to encourage this molt uſeful 
evidence, bur to raiſe ſupplies for carrying on the war with France. 

By 6 and 7 Wilham III. c. 6. 1. xxiv. every clergyman is to keep a regiſter of 
births, burials, and baptiſms, under a penalty of 100l. * | 
By 7 and 8 William III. c. 35. f. v. every parent is to give notice of the birth 
of their child within five days, under a penalty of 4os. ; and the penelty is extended 

to the miniſter, not making an entry of the child thus born and not chriſtened. 
By 4 Anve, c. 12. f. x. the clergyman is indemnified from the penalty of 
100d. impoſed by 6 and 7 William III. in cafe the duties upon chriſtenings, births, 
and burials, ſhall have been really paid. 

At Lady-day 1754, by 27 Geo. II. a new regulation took place reſpecting the 
entries of banns and marriages. 

Laſtly, in 1784, by 24 Geo. III. a farther regulation was attempted, by laying 
a tax of 3d. on every entry either of chriſtening, marriage, or burial. But this 
| w_ having been "pond both inconvententÞ and inefficient}, was repealed in 1793.

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Farther Remarks on Regiſters. By the Rev. S. DExxk, M. A. F. S. A. 


WHILST the memorial courts, leet and baron, were regularly kept every year, 
and oftener, as, it is believed, in ſome places, the ages of the refiants muſt have 
been pretty well known. In the courts leet the jurors would not have been jgno- 
rant what young men were from their years liable to be called upon to perform 
offices and ſervices ; and thoſe who could certainly would plead to be diſcharged 
from them when they had attained to an advanced period of liſe. | 
Ihe homage of the court-baron muſt always have preſented the deaths of te 
nants of every degree, and have ſpecified whether the heirs were of a competent 
age to be admitted, and to take the oath of fealty to the lord, 

In a feries of years, when, by the increaſe of money, the reduced comparative 
value of the quit-rents, reliefs, and other emoluments, were not ſufficient to pay 
the expence of holding courts, they would be diſcontinued, and this mode of evi- 
dence would ceaſe. Very many men are there now known only by name, and 
many, many, more would probably have been relinquiſhed, had not the lordly Nim- 
| rods been anxious to aſcertain the boundaries, that they might have for their ſport 

At the courts leet the women were not bound to attend ; nor at the courts ba- 
ron, if they had brothers to inherit their father's property; and one conſequence 
was, that the jurors were not in duty bound to aſk how old they were; and per- 
haps the females might not in thoſe days be forry that there was not any recorded 
minute touching their ages, at leaſt not till after they had dropped their maiden names. 

Regiſters and ledgers of monaſteries perpetuated only the obits of benefactors. 
It was truly obſerved, by Mr. Carte ®, that they did not ſeem to have been inter- 
eſted in baptiſms ; and though, in the opinion of the monks, marriage was a ſa 
crament, they from principle encouraged celibacy z for which reaſon theſe lines of 
Chaucer mult be conſidered as almoſt ſolely applicable to parochial churches : 

„She was a worthy woman all her live, 
Huſbands at the church door ſhe had five .“ 

Such a publicity was expedient, indeed requiſite, when it was not the practice 
to record a wedding by a ſpecific entry: it ſhould ſeem that it had its origin from 
this conſideration. A wedding, ſo celebrated, muſt have had for witneſſes every 
perſon that might be paſſing by at the time; and he or ſhe muſt have been an in- 
curious or inattentive ſpectator, who did not enquire and remember the names of 
the bridegroom and of the bride, who received her dowry at the church-door— 
Dos ad oftium eccleſia. At the Reformation, that part of the ceremony (and it was 
the greateſt part), which uſed to be performed at the church-door, was directed to» 
be performed in the body of the church, and at the time of divine ſervice, that 
the congregation might be witneſſes. The bagy of the church occurs in the rubric 
of our preſent form; and when I was a ſtripling I recolle& this rule being ſtrictiy 
followed in Lambeth church. Haſſocks were placed in the middle aile below the 
Teading-deſk ; the ſervice to the concluſion of the firſt bleſſing being there read, 
there was a remove to the communion-rails to finiſh the reſt of the office.

Regiſters. That they had not a more carly commencement, ſtrong evidence of the 


negative kind may be deduced from there not being defore 1 538. any injunctions 
to the clergy to attend to regiſters, either in epiſcopal regiſters, or in acts conſiſto- 
rial or viſitatorial of biſhops and archdeacons. 

From the great change in the religious tenets and habits of the people of Eng- 
land, and many of them before the 16th century, the advantages of regiſters, with 
reſpect to the public and to individuals, were not fo great as Cromwell probably 


imagined might have enſued from his politic plan. But it may reaſonably be pre- 


ſamed, that in 1538 he had not a notion that there would ere long be many per- 
ſons to whoſe baptiſms the clergyman of the pariſh muſt be an abſolute ſtranger, 
and many detached cemeteries for the interment of diſſenters from the Eftablithed 


Church; and he muſt have been gifted with a wonderful degree of ſecond - ſi ght 


/ 


to have foreſeen, that in the middle of the 18th century there would be a fer of 


Chriſtians, who, as to the mode of recording the marriages of the members of their 


community, would be allowed the like indulgence that was reſerved for the royal 
family. In juſtice, however, to the Quakers, it may be obſerved, that their 
weddings are publicly celebrated; and that they deem it a compliment it the ſpec- 
tators, whoever they may be, will be ſubſcribing witneſſes to the nuptial union of 


the young friends. 


There have been attempts, from time to time, to render the plan of Cromwell 
more extenſive, more correct, and more beneficial; and the failure of them is to 
be regretted. Of theſe attempts one was the bill written by Boweſey *; not noticed, 
I ſuſpect, by either Burnet or Collier in their General Hiſtories, nor by Strype, ei- 
ther in his Annals, or in Life of Parker; but in which there were wa. on 
that might have been perfected by the wiſdom of parliament. 

In the original directions in the teign of King Henry VIII. birth, as well as 
baptiſm, was to be regiſtered ; in the directions in the reigns of Edward VI. and 
Elizabeth, and by the canon of 1603, the baptiſms only are mentioned; but it is 
obſervable, that, in the bill compiled by Boweley, the time of birth was to be kept 
in the Book of Remembrance, and for this ſubſtantial reaſons are aſſigned, to which 
more might be added. There is not a day-labourer to whom ſuch a memorial may 
not be of uſe; as, after the death of parents, and of perſons preſent at a birth, 


very difficult is it to meet with ſatisſactory evidence of the fact. And yet it will 


frequently happen that there is ſo great an interval between the days of birth and 
baptiſm, that, could the former be aſcertained, a man might be proved to be paſt 
the age in which he is liable to be balloted for a militia- man. From a conviction 
of the expediency of recording births, I have for ſeveral years paſt been in the ba- 
bit of acquiring the needful information; and, though for a time I perceived, with 
ſome ſurprize, that it was a matter of indifference to the parents, I now find 
that they have altered their minds. It is, however, my wiſh to have my intelli- 
gence from mothers and nurſes rather than from fathers, beeauſe I have often oc- 
caſion to obſerve, that days of the month are not apt to make an impreſhon on 
the memories of the latter; e. g. Lam not * told by a father that Jack or

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Dick was born a day or two before, or a day or two after, or Chriſtmas, or 
Lady-tide, or Midſummer, or Milemas; or he takes his date from the fair of 
W. (St. George's day), or. the fair of D. (May-day); or when the increaſe 
of family was at a diſtance from ſuch noted era, the anſwer is perhaps to 
this purport, that the child was born on laſt Thurſday fortnight, or laſt Friday 
three weeks; however, with this datum, and the aid of an almanack, the point can | 
be eaſily adjuſted ; and I beg leave to repeat, that,. as the pooreſt man may be in- 0 
tereſted by having his birth minuted, it ought not to be omitted. 
A lawyer has more than once hinted to me, that, as it is founded upon hearſay

Dr. Burnaby, the preſent Archdeagon of Leiceſter, in a late excellent Charge to his Clergy, 
very forcibly recommends the ſtricteſt attention and regard to the keeping of pariſh regiſters, and 
to the making out and preſerving of full and faithful accounts of parochial charities. ** The for- 
mer, he ſays, is of great conſequence tc the civil and temporal intereſts of mankind, that per- 
haps no one regulation is pregnant with more various 0: more weighty conſequences; for, upon 
accurate accounts of the birihs, the marri-ges, and the deaths, of individuals, the order of ſuc- 
ceſſion, of. inheritance, and, in ſhort, the entire property aud fortune of families frequently de- 
pends. i is well known in our courts of julicature how much confuſton and what inſuperable 
difficulties have ariſen from the want or neglect of them Indeed, too much care and attention 
cannot be paid to th:s article : and where, by p oceſs or length of time, regiſters are in danger 
of periſhing or becoming i legible, it would be highly commendable, I th nk, were the miniſters 
and churchwardens of pariſhes, while the meaſure is yet praQticable, to have accurate and faith- 
ful copies made of them; to have them properly witneſſt d and authenticaied; ind afterwards de- 
pofited, together with their o iginals, in the uſual places of cuſtody, Such copies, I apprehend, 
would be admitted and received in our courts of law as cvidence or authority : but be this as it 

may, they certainly would be very uſeful, and m'ght in many inſtances facilitate the difcovery 
of facts, highly neceſſary to be kn wn, in the aſcertaiament and adjudication of property. I am 
forry to oblerve, that many of the old r:giſters, which I have examined, are in a very mutilated - 
and imperfect ſtate, Some indced have been irrecoverab y loſt: others have no binding; have 
had ſeveral leaves torn out; and in every reſpec ajpear to have been moſt ſhamefully neglected. 
At one place, where I enquired if they had no regiſter prior to the preſent centary, I received 
the following curious anſwer : They had at this time no other regilter, they ſaid, except the one 
produced, They had had another ſome time ago; but it was very old; was quite out of date; 
of no manner of uſc, for none of the neighbours could read it; and it bad been tofſed about in 

the churh, till either ſome workmen or ſome chiidien had carried it away, or elſe corn it in 
pieces, In ſhort, it was irrecoverab'y loſt.”

Mr. North's obſervation, p. 4. I. b. is not well founded; copies of regiſters not 


being regularly delivered at vifitations, and, inſtead of being preſerved and kept in 


excellent order throughout the kingdom, they are in divers offices indigefla moles * 
covered with duſt, decaying by mould, and food for worms. The cauſe is plain; they 
were to be received /ine allo feodo, without hardly a chance of receiving a fee for a 
ſearch. It was doubtleſs in order effectually to obviate this objeRion, that, by the bil! 
to authorize the erecting one office of regiſterſbip of all the church-books to be kept 
in every diocele, a proviſion was made, that the churchwardens ſhould collect mo- 
ney, from perſons in circumſtances to pay it, for every entry in a regiſter, which 
was to be tranſmitted to the regiſter-general, though it may puzzle a man of a mo- 
derate capacity to aſſign a plauſible reaſon, why a widow on the burial of her hut- 
band was to contribute 14. only, and a man at the interment of his wife is to pay 24. 

In Gent. Mag. vol. LXVI. pp. 985, 986, are noticed the advantages that would 
ariſe from an Index to Pariſh-regiſters. This meritorious ſervice has actually been 
done by the Rev. John Pridden, M. A. F. A. S. to a conliderable'part of the ex- 
teuſive regiſter of St. Bride's pariſh, where he was ſeveral years curate; and to a 
great portion of the regiſter of Maidſtone pariſh an index has in like manrer 
been made by the preſeut miniſter of that pariſh. 1 | 
Mr. John Antram (vicar of Helton, Dorlerſhire) has entered a memorandum 
in the regiſter 1660, that, in the time. of the Civil Wars, he was by the power 
of the ſword violently kept out of his living, from Michaclmas 1646 till Michaelmas 
1660, when he was by law reſtored ; fo that, in that compaſs of time, the regiſter 
has been kept very imperfect.“ Huichins's Hiſtory, vol. II. p. 420. |

lain periſhing and unheard-of for more than zo years, |

All archdeacons of England gathered Peter-pens of every fyer-houſhold within 
every pariſhe one penye, which were granted eight hundred yers paſt by King Hyvo, 
and aftir confyrmed by Inas, then by Ofta Rex Merciorum, by Arnulphus, and 


bother moe following, and by John for his time. Aftir ſome antique authors, 


they were granted for a yerely preſt, or a perpetuall yerely ſubſidy. Epiſcopo Ro- 
mano præſtabantur in ſubidium, ſaith divers authors. Others ſay they were given 
to a ſcole in Rome, to the mayntenance of Engliſh fcolars there, as Fabian and 
Guido, with other; but now. th'archdeacons, after thes pens gathered, paid the 
| ſame in part, or all, to the collector of Rome, ſaving the archdeacon of Lincolne 
and Sarum ; theſe payd the pens gathered to the biſhope, the biſhope payd to the 
colleQor, and had his acquitance by the name of Peter-pens. Th'archdeacons had 
their acquitance of the biſhope by the name of preſtation · money; ſo the biſhope 
of Lincolne payd, but he gathered none: th'archdeacon gathered and payd, not 
to the collector, but onely to the biſhope. Soe, finally, ſeeing the biſhope never 
gathered Peter-pens, and yet payd them to the collectors every yere, and thaarch- 
deacons gathered the yerely, and none to the collector, but only to the biſhope ; 
what ſhould the biſhop his demaunde be other than Peter- pen? 5 

To prove that this word Pre/tation is very Peter- pens, it is ſo manifeſtly de- 
elared in the biſhope of Rome his own lawe, in an epiſtle-decretall, ſent ep/copo 
Cantuar & ſuffraganeis ſurs. The biſhope of Lincolne is one of his ſuffragans ; 
and perchance it was meant for him that was then biſhope of Eincolne, if he were 
as nigh ſcrapyng as the biſhope that now ys at this preſent time. Textus eft in ca- 
pitulo de cenſibus, in the decretals, ea que de avaritia verba ſunt hat.

Penſions, or indemnityes, be theſe. When a church is improprede to an abbeye 
or college, then the archdeacon for ever loſyth his induction- money; and in re- 
compence of that, he ſhall have yerely, out of the ſaid benefice foe improprede, 
12d. or 25. for a yerely penſion, more or leſſe, as hit is agreed at the tyme of the 
ampropriation. And this money is called penſions, or indemnityes. And like as the 
archdeacon cogſcrvatur indempnis by this his yerely penſion, payd in the liew of 
the induction; even ſoe epiſcopus con ſcrvatur indempnis, and hath a like penſion for 
his indemnitye, in the liew of his inſtitution, which he likewiſe calleth his penſion, 


The title of Archdeacon is of no leſs antiquity than the primitive times of. 
Chriſtianity ; the uſe then being, that the deacons did ele& out of themſelves one 
whom they knew to be moſt eminent for his induſtry, and gave him that title, to 
ſuperintend the clergy, by making viſitations. | | |

© THE method purſucd in allotting vicars their portions was this. An inqui- 
fition was made, in the chapters of the rural deans *, into the value of the rectories, 
and the competent portions to be afligned to the vicarages; regard being always 
had, in proportioning. the laſt to the nature and fize of the cure. A return was 
then made to the biſhop, who was to approve and confirm the acts of the chapters, 
and had power withal to make any neceſſary alteration in them; after which, the 
allotment was to be entered in the biſhop's regitter, he, in effect, having the whole 

management of the buſineſs in his hand . 

The quota uſually apportioned to vicars comes next to be conſidered. At Stodbam, 
Herts |, the vicar was to have the whole a/taragium except one mark, the tythe of 
Jambs, and a croft, which contained about ſeven acres. The rectory was judged 
to be worth 20 marks, and the profits of the vicarage fix, ſo that the vicar enjoyed 
ſomething leſs than a third part of the value of the living. Huſſeburne was elti- 
mated at twelve marks, and the vicar was to have five marks and four ſhillings, to 
ariſe from the altarage, A, houſe, a croft, and a croft and meadow on the ſouth. 
By altaragium in theſe caſes is evidently meant a ſma!! tithes and dues; and it is 
as clear, that the rule obſerved in providing for a vicar was to inveſt him with 2 
revenue of five or. fix marks, fix at the moſt, and five at the leaſt ; theſe ſums 
being eſteemed a competent maintenance at the time for a ſingle perion, and even 
to enable him to maintain ſame degree of hoſpitality ||. It appears again, that the 
vicar's portion conſiſted of manſe, glebe, and ſome ſhare of the profits of the living; 
and that in the ſmaller livings his part was proportionably the greateſt. 

As to the exera, as they were called, incident to eccleſtaſtical livings, the vicars 
were generally to bear ſome part of them. Thus the priory of Dunſtable, in con- 
ſideration of the large ſhare it enjoyed of the profits of the above livings, was to en- 
tertain the archdeacon in his parochial viſitation, to find books, veſtments, utenſils, 
to repair the chancels, and to pay the lubſidies Lz and the vicars were to take all 
other burthens upon them *.“ 

Thus far from the Life of Biſhop Geollnefic by the late very learned Dr. Pegge; 
who, in the courſe of his enquries on this ſubject, received from Mr. Fardell, Re- 
giſtrar of the dioceſe of Lincoln, the following remarks on Bp. Wells's Roll. 

Mr. Johnſon's Account, in the Aehzologia ++, of Biſhop Wells's book of

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earages in the dioceſe; whereas it contains only an account of the endowments of 
fach vicarages as were endowed by, or previous to the time of, Biſhop Wells. Great 
numbers of vicarages were afterwards endowed; and the endowments are interſperſed 
in the ſeveral Regiſter-books of the Biſhops of Lincoln till the Reformation, when 
the biſhop's power to ordain vicarages ceaſed. | 

The book you refer to is a thin quarto, containing 32 leaves of vellum or parch- 
ment. The ſeveral years in which the reſpe@ive ordinations were made are 
not aſcertained, the only diſtinctions being“ auttoritate concilii ordinata”—*© ex 
dudum ordinata”—* ab antiquo ordinata”—1 therefore cannot point out with cer- 
tainty ſuch vicarages as were endowed prior to the year 1219 ; but rather think 
the greater part of thoſe entered in this book were ordained before that time, be- 
cauſe Biſhop Wells, immediately upon ſucceeding to the ſee of Lincoln, ſet about 
carrying into execution the canon; and one made in the council at London in the year 
1200, relative to the procuring of à better maintenance for the, ſecular clergy. 
One endowment occurs in the firſt year of his preſiding over the ſee. 

Iwill give you a ſhort account of this book, which l have in the autograph of my 
worthv and much-eſteemed friend, the late Mr. Bradley; who deſcribes it thus: 

« The general title of the book is, Liber antiquus de Orginationibus Vicariarum tem- 
pore Hugonis Nells; by which title it has been known for ſome hundred years; and 
therein are regiſtered the endowments of ſome hundreds of vicarages between the years 
1209 and 1233, when the biihop died; the dioceſe then extending over the counties 
of Lincoln, Leiceſtcr, Northampton, Rutland, Oxford, Bucks, Huntingdon, and 
Bedfordſhire, with part of Hertfordſhire. The endowments are arranged under 
their ſeveral counties.” Mr. Bradley accounts for the neceſſity of the canon in 
120, for the better maintenance of the fecular clergy, thus: Before the year 
12c0, the ſuperſtitious Normans, as an atonement for their oppreſſions, exac- 
tions, plundering, diſpoſſeſſing, and Naughter, of the Saxon and- Engliſh noblemen 
and gen:lemen, were perſuided by the prieſts of that age of the neceſſuy of good 
works, and of founding and endowing religious houſes, and beſtowing, benefaclions 
to monks and friars, to pray for their ſouls, and the ſouls of their anceſtors : for 
this purpoſe, and by this means, it was, that ſo many religious houſes were erected; 
and par ſonages or rectories, and perpetual advowſons, with the whole tithes and 
profits, were appropriated to abbeys and monaſteries, reſerving only a ſcanty allos- 
ance for the ſervice of the cure by a ſecular prieſt, in ſome of them no more than 
what the monks thought proper to allow, and in others the cure was ſerved by a friar 
of the monaftery having epiſcopal ordination. In order to remedy this evil, and 
to make ſome proviſion for the ſccular clergy, at a general council held at London 
in the year 1209, a canon was enacted in thele words : Decernimus ut in qualiber- 
eccleſià monachorum, vel quorumlibet religioſorum, fur uſibus canonice appropri- 
ata, vicarius inſtituatur provifione epiicopi, honeſtam & ſufficientem ſuſtentationem 
de Janis eccleſiæ percepturns.” It was under the ſanction of this canon that Biſhop 
Wells took into confideration the ſtate of the appropriate rectories in his dioceſe, 
and endowed fo many viczrages, the vicærs whereof being not otherwiſe ſufſiciently 
provided for before his time; and this zecounts for the words, auttorizate concilii, 
in the many endowments made by him duzing bi incumbency on the biſhoprick.

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The late Dr. Ducarel took an account of the endowments in this book, which 
he conſidered as containing the endowments of all the vicarages in the dioceſe of . 
Lincoln, when, in fact, it contains only a part of them; and | have reaſon to be- 
lieve ſome clergymen were prevented from ſearching the office and finding their 
8 having been informed by Dr, Ducarel they were not recorded. 

I hope to compleat an accurate Repertory of the Endowments of all the Viearages 
in this dioceſe; which will certainly be of uſe to the Clergy of it.“ 

In the courſe of the correſpondence on this ſubject, Dr. Pegge thus explained 
ſome terms, which occaſionally occur in thoſe endowmems. 

_* Letare is Midlent-Sunday *, when the Introit to the mals begins Lætare Jeruſa- 
lem, as may be ſeen in the Miſfals. It is referred to in the Annals of Burton, p. 372, 
as an epoch, or day, well known, 1 in theſe words, Die dominica poſt dominicum 
qui cantatur Letare Feruſalem, in capitulo Weſtmonaſterienfi, coram prelatis, &c.” 
This was in 1256. —Procurations may be here intended; and maſſes, it ſeems, were 
to be on Midlent Sunday in this ſingular inſtance ; or a penſion, as, in caſes of ap- 
propriating rectoties ro monaſteries, archdeacons had a penſion from the reQories 
_ oftentimes, in recompence of the loſs of their rights. , 

There was a Legatum Principale for a vicar, at Wimeſwold, in Leiceſterſhire 5 
to receive omnes proventus illius eceleſiæ, exceptis decimis tam garbarum quam 
minoribus & priacipalibus legatis; and of conſequence the Legatum Secundum had 
a reference to that; and therefore, on tranſlating this term, it may be expreſled, 
I think, by ſaying, @ mortuary of tbe ſecond value, as mortuaries differed much in 
value, according to the rank and quality of the perſon deceaſed. It can never be 
ſuppoſed that two mortuaries were paid for one perſon, though there was ſuch a 
thing, as you well know, as a corps preſent, I do not imagine that L galum Secun- 
dum, a mere eccleſiaſtical expreſſion, had any relation to the lord's heriot.“ | 

This produced from Mr. Fardell a farther elucidation of the ſame terms. 

The information you have given me reſpecting the term Lætare has enabled 
me to trace the origin of it more minutely than I had done before; and I am now 
certain it is not ſynonymous with Procurations, as I had firſt imagined; for, upon 
looking into the endowment of Erdete, in the county of Huntingdon, recorded in 
Bp. Sutton's Regiſter-Book of Inſtitutions, fol. 85. in which, after enumerating 
What particular ſpecies of tithe the vicar ſhould receive, is added, * Onera autem 
eccleſiæ predictæ incumbentia ſunt hæc, ſuſtentatio vicarii & unius clerici, procu- 
rationes archid*, ſynodalia, & Lætare, quibus modò onerandus fit vicarius.“ This 
evidently ſhews that the Lætare is a payment of a different nature from Procurations; 
and, upon looking into Cowel's Interpreter, I find he thus explains the word: 

8 Err. Jeruſalem, the old duty of Quadrageſimals, or the cuſtomary oblations 
made on Midlent-Sunday (when the proper hymn was Letare Jeruſalem, &c.) by the 
inhabitants within a dioceſe, to the mother cathedral church; which old cuſtom of 
- proceſhon and oblation at that time was the beginning of the practice, which is 

ſtil retained among us, of mothering, or going to viſit parents on Midlent-Sunday.

Under the word Lyadragefimalia, Cowel ſays, It was the cuſtom. for people 
to viſit their mother- church on Midlent Sunday, and to make their offerings at the 
high altar, as the like devotion was to be obſerved in Whitfun-weck ; bur, as the 
proceſhons and oblations at Whitſuntide were ſometimes commuted into a rated 
payment of Pentecoſtals or W hitſun-farthings, fo likewiſe the Lent devotion was 
changed into a cuſtomary rate, called Quadrageſimalia and Denaru Quadrageſimales, 
and ſometimes Lætare Jeruſalem, becauſe that hymn was ſung on Midlent Sunday.” 
This fully confirms your conjecture, and ſhews whence the payment derived its 
name and origin. And, in Bp. Graveſend's Roll of Inſtitutions, anno 12. I find 
the endowment of Bilſby, where it is ſaid, the impropriators ſhall bear all bur- 
thens incumbent upon the rectory, © ſynodalibus & Letare Feruſalem duntaxat- 
excepris;” and to this day the impropriator there pays the Procurations, and the 
' vicar the Synodals. This, I think, farther corroborates the conjecture, and evinces- 
that the Lætare was a payment, or cuſtomary offering, different from Procurations, but 
ſomewhat fimilar to Pentecoſtals, uſually paid by the pariſh-prieſt to the mother- 
church of the dioceſe ; and was probably paid to the archdeacon, for the uſe of the 
mother-church. At this time the archdeacon of Lincoln pays annually to the dear 
and chapter, at Whirſunday, 1. gs. 8d. under the denomination of Pentecoſtals. 
I preſume, the archdeacon might alſo receive the Lætare for the dean and chapter; 
and probably the two payments of Lætare, or Pentecoſtals, being due nearly at the 
fame time, might afterwards be confidered as one, and accounted tor under the name 
of Pentecoſtals only. | | 
In looking into ſome old endowments, I meet with the term“ principali legato ;” 
as, © vicar” in eccta de Bramfeud habebit nomine pper? vic* totum altaragium, cum 
_ principali legato.” —Lyndwood, de Decimis in cap. Quoniam propter, verb. Le 
gati Principalis, ſays, “ Iftnd dicitur mortuarium, & vocatur principale legatum, 
quia decedentes ſolebant, & in quibuſdam partibus adhuc ſolent, optimum vel 
ſecundum optimum ſuum animal primo & ante cetera legata Deo & Eccleſiæ pro 
anima ſua legare.“ And the ſame author, De Conſuetudine, cap. Hatutum, ſays, 
if the deceaſed had three or more animals, the beſt ſhall be given to him to whom 
it is due, and the ſecond beſt be reſerved for the church. As the cuſtoms of 
places varied very much with reſpect to the value of mortuaries, it ſeems not impro- 
bable that, when the cuſtom prevailed for the miniſter to have the principat animal, 
or firſt choice of the deceaſed goods, it was called Principale Legatum ; and when 
by cuſtom he was to take the ſecond beſt animal, or ſecond choice of the goods of 
the deceaſed, it was called Secundum Legatum;, and I think the text of the firſt 
abovementioned Legatine Conſticution ſeems rather to favour this conjecture z. for it 
ſays, In petitione autem principalis legati- volumus quod confuetudo provinciæ, 
cum poſſeſſione Eceleſiæ, obſervetur.— Vour tranflation of the words Secundum

A PROCLAMATION, with certayne Clauſes of divers Statutes, and 
other neceſſary additions, firſt publiſhed in the xix yeere * of 
the Queenes Maieſties reigne, and now remued by her Highnes 
commandement to be put in execution, upon the penalties in 
the ſame conteined. Wh 


HERE As the Queenes Maieſtie hath by ſundry former Proclamations 
notified vnto her louing Subiectes of this Realme the great inconuenience 


and miſchief that hath growen to the ſame, by the great exceſle of apparell in all 


ſtates and degrees, but ſpecially in the inferiour ſort, contrarie to divers Lawes and 
Statutes of the Realme, whereof notwithſtanding there hath folowed no redreſſe, 
or very litle at al; whereby hath appeared no lefle contempt in the offendours, than 
lacke of duetifull care in thoſe to whome the authoritie to fee. due execution of the 
lawes and orders provided in that behalfe was committed; which thing might give 
her Maieſtie iuſt cauſe (were it not that of her own gracious diſpoſition ſhe is na- 


turally inclyned rather to clemencie then ſeveritie, ſo long as there is any hope of 


redreſſe otherwayes) to commit the execution of the ſaid lawes to ſuch perſons as 
would have proceeded therein with all extremitie. Notwithſtanding, her Maieſty 
meaning to make ſome further tryall, before ſhe have recourſe to extreme remedies, 
and finding upon conference had with the Lordes and others of her pryuie counſayle, 
for rhe redreſſe of ſo greeuous and pernicious a fore in this commonwealth, the 
chief remedies for the ſame, to be example, and correction: Her Maieſtie therefore 
for the firſt, whiche is example, thynketh it very meete and expedient, that the 
due execution in her Maieſties moſt honourable houſe, of ſuch orders and articles 
as are annexed to this Proclamation, ſhoulde ſerve for a paterne throughout. the 
whole Realme, and therefore her Maieſtie hath already giuen, and by theſe preſentes 
doth giue ſpeciall charge to all, thoſe that beare office within the ſayde houſe, to ſee 
due obſeruation of the fame, which ſhe truſteth wil be duely obſerued. And further 
her Maieſtie doth generally charge all Noblemen, of what eſtate or degree ſo euer 
they be, and all and every perſons of her Priuie Counſaile, all Archbiſhoppes and 
Biſhops, and the reſt of the Clergie, and all other perſons, according to theyr 
degrees, that they doo reſpectiuely ſee the ſame ſpeedily and duely executed in their

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private houſeholde and families: and likewiſe doeth charge all Maiors and other 
head officers of Cities and Townes Corporate, the Chancellours of both the Uni- 
nerſities, Gouernours of Colledges, Readers, Aucientes & Benchers in every the Innes- 
of Court and Chaunceric, and generally all that haue any ſuperioritie or gouerne- 


ment ouer and upon any ſocietie or feloweſhip, and eche man in his owne houſe- 


holde for theyr children and ſeruantes, that they likewiſe doo cauſe the ſayde orders 


to be ffraightly kept by all lawfull meanes that they can. 


And for the ſeconde, which is correction, her Maieſtie hath cauſe to thinke, that 
if there had bene that ſeueritie vſed by thoſe to whom the ouerſight of the due 
execution of the lawes prouided in that behalfe was committed, as to them in duetis 
appertained, both this ſore had bene cured, and this Proclamation not needefull 


For the better reformation whereof, her Maieſties will and pleaſure is, and ſo 


doth ſtraightly charge and commaunde, not onely al Juſtices of peace, and euerye 


of them, to make inquirie of the defaultes and breaking of the ſayde orders, at 
euery their Quarter Seſſions, and alſo the Juſtices of Aſſiſe in ther circuites, and to 
ſee ſuch examples made, and due punithments extended upon the offendours, as by 
the Statutes of this Realme, with ſuch qualifications as in this. preſent Proclamation 
are conteyned, is provided in that behalfe : but alſo, that aſwell the ſayde Juſtices, 
as all Maiors, Shirifes, and other head officers, in Cities, Townes, and Boroughes, 
Mall at any other time cauſe all ſuch perſons as ſhall be founde faultie, and tranſ- 
greſſing agaynſt this proclamation, after the laſt day of Marche next enſuyng, to be 
apprehended and brought before them; and finding them culpable, to commit them

Expences of entertaining KING JAMES II. at COVENTRY, 1687. 


(From the Corporation Books.) 


ON the firſt of September, 1687, King James II. came to Coventry. The 


mayor * and aldermen, having notice of his intention, provided a cup of maſſy gold, 
weighing about 3 Ibs. price 167/. 75s. 6d. (another MS ſays 171. 175. 64.) Alſo, 
ſuppoſing be would chooſe to lodge at the White Friers, ſent the conſtable to warn 
all houſeholders between Spon-Bargates and Newgate to whiten their houſes, &c. ; 
and alſo, the inhabitants of ' Croſs Cheaping, Baley-lane, and Hay-lane ; alſo, they 
required all houſeholders between Spon-Bargates and Newgate to ſand their ſtreets, 

and dreſs the fronts of their houſes with green boughes, which was done. . But, the 
day before, the harbinger came and declared his Majeſty would lodge at the houſe 
of Richard Hopkins, eſq. in High-ſtreet, near the drapery-door. The mayor or- 
dered alſo the companies to meet that morning ; and about noon the mayor and 
aldermen rode on horſeback from St. Mary's Hall to Spon-Bars, being attended 
by the ſeveral companies, with their ſtreamers, .and with drums, and with all man- 
mer of muſic that could be got; beſides which, about 200 citizens, moſt Diſſenters, 
went to meet his Majeſty as far as Meriden, where his Majeſty ſhewed them great 
reſpect. Alſo, the deputy-lieutenant met his Majeſty at Guilford Ford, where 
Sir Thomas Norton made an excellent ſpeech. About five at night his Majeſty 

came, to Spon-Bars, where the mayor preſented the gold cup; and the ſteward 
made, or read, a ſpeech to his Majeſty, and the mayor delivered to the King the 
ſword ; after which the mayor and aldermen rode before his Majeſty, the mayor 
carrving the ſword; the ſenior alderman, Nathaniel Harriman, the cap of main- 
tenance; alderman Webſter, the great mace; and the next in ſeniority, the 
other mace; and fo rode before his Majeſty to his lodgings ; the companies 


ſtanding on both ſides Spon-ſtreet till his Majeſty was paſſed, and then fol- 


lowed into the city. Next morning, the mayor and aldermen attended his 
Majeſty from his lodgings to the Croſs, and thence through Trinity church 
unto St. Michael's, where he touched about 300 perſons for the evil; then 
had a ſtately breakſaſt and banquet at St. Mary's Hall at the city's charge, and was 
attended thence to his lodgings, where he took horſe, being attended by the 
mayor and aldermen on horſeback as far as Bagginton Bridge, the ſeveral compa- 
nies, with their ſtreamers, ſtanding on both ſides Mueh Park-ftreer at his Majeſty's 
paſſing by. Moſt of the nobility and gentry of the county waited on the King 


when at Coventry ; and ſuch numbers of country people flocked in, that ſtandings 


at the windows of front rooms let at 124. each,

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CEREMONIALS or variovs FUNERALS. 


The order of the Funerall of Edward Earle of Darby, who died at Latham Hall, 
on Friday the xx1111th of October, about x11 of the clocke, and was buried at 


Ormſkirke, on Thurſday the 4th of December following, Anno Domini 1572. 


Firſt, after his departure his body was well ſeared, wrapt in lead, and cheſted ; 


then the chappell, the houſe, with the two courts, was hanged with blacke cloath, 


and garniſhed with eſcutcheons of his armes. 


Upon Saturday before the funerall, the body was brought into the chappell, 


where it was covered with a paule of blacke velvet, garniſhed with eſcutcheons of 
his armes, and thereon was ſett his coate of armes, healme, and creaſte, ſworde, 
and targett, and aboute him weare placed the ſtanderd, great banner, and ſix 
banerolls. 15 : 


And on the Sondaye in the morning, before the ſermon, the Earle of Darby 


his ſonne being preſent, with a greate nomber of eſquires and gentlemen, and the 
three chiefe officers, viz. the ſteward, threaſurer, and controuler, ſtanding about 
the body with white ſtaves in their handes ; Clarenceux King of Armes, with his 
riche coate on his backe, publiſhed this thankſgiving and ſtile of the defunct, in 
forme following : 8 

All honour, laude, and prayſe, to Almighty God, who through his deere mercy 


 . hath taken out of this tr inſitory life to his eternall joy and bliſſe, the Right Ho- 


nourable Edward Earle of Darby, Lord Stanley, Straunge, and of Man, one of 
the Queene's Majeſtie's moſt Honourable Privie Counſell, and kuight and compa- 
nion of the moſt noble order of the Garter.” 


And on Wenſday, the day before the funerall, at the beginning of evening 


prayer, the ſame was publiſhed by Norroy King of Armes. 


The order and matiner of the hearſe wherin the body lay during the ſervice, 
At Ormſkirk, two myles from Latham, was a ſtately hearſe erected, of 5 princi- 


palls, 13 foote of length and 9 foote of breadth, 21 foote high, dubble rayled, all | 


garniſhed, in this order as followeth. |

ſixth. ſonne and youngeſt, and Dioniſia a daughter, all living, as well ſonnes as. 
daughters, at the tyme of the death of the ſayd George their father. Sole execu- 
trix and performer of the laſt will and teſtament: of the ſayd George, is Elizabeth 
his ſecond wife; and overſeers thereof weare Nicholas Woodroofe, Eſquire, ſheriffe 
and alderman of London, and Robert Taylor aforeſayd his ſonne in lawe; mourners.
